It was decided by the President to go ahead and issuo fp n licenses 
for the equipment which Norwegian ship# need to lend <*•««*- wheat 
in China. This should be done quietly, aad treated as a routine matter 
by Treasury. This course was recommended by Rusk aad Dillea 
because (a) failure to do so would antagonise Canadians aad Norwegians 
(b) those materials were not on the strategic list, (c) the . equipment 
could be procured from European suppliers within sin weeks (d) it was 
not dear that we ought to bo involved la halting wheat shipments to 
aroas of famine. The only consideration advanced on the ether side 
was the danger of Congressional objection. 

S. Foreign Aid Administration. 

Tbs President decided that Vice President Johnson assume 

responsibili ty for as kin g a sel e cted group of business leaders to 
famish top ma na gemen t talent far the foreign aid \administration. 

This was suggested by the Vice President because of congressional 
distrust of aid management; aad the fear that ouch congreooloaal dis- 
trust might endanger the enactment of the program. VTe should, 
therefore, the Vice President suggested, ask business leaders to 
don a te top talent far 12 m on t hs or more far the business of managing 
aid bora aad in fan field. This might give us some good people, and 
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would help assuage congrcseieii&l furs. McNamara pointed out that 
most busiasssmen could not do this job. but there were some very good 
people who could give read help. The Secretary will discuss this with 
IGA to find out what sort of spots might bo available for such a bust* 
nessman peace corps, whereupon the Vice President and McNamara 
will draw up a list of invitees to a White House meeting to make the 
request. 

6. Aid to Latin America. 


The President instructed the Secretary to took into the possibility of 
replacing Robert Cutler as the American director on the Inter- American 
Bank — sending Cutler off as an ambassador* Hs feels the need for 
some sort of check on the spending of all this money *• especially the 
type of check which would inspire confidence in Congress. Rusk will 
look around for a qualified replacement. It was also suggested that we 
might set up a three-man watchdog group to look at aid expenditures in 
Latin America. This was not followsd by a definite decision. 


7. Berlin. 


The President instructed defense to find out just how many military 
dependents we had in Berlin. He also said that present three-month 
food reserves for military in Berlin should be increased in a m a nn e r 
that would not reveal any rapid increase. 1. e. • slowly end over e period 
of time. Rusk pointed out that mil aspects of the Berlin situation were 
being reviewed. 


8. Nuclear Tests. 

The President said it was essential to build up world public opinion 
preparatory to an end to the negotiations and pose ibis test resumption. 
He pointed out that all the propaganda advantages were with the Russians 
who could say that all they wanted to do was continue talking. Bowles 
was instructed to talk to Mur row and Galbraith on ways to build up 
world opinion this summer --to show Soviet unwillingness to agree, 
etc.
